RALEIGH, N.C. — State regulators on Friday gave the godhead for a $5 billion natural gas 
pipeline to be built in eight North Carolina counties. 

The Atlantic Coast Pipeline, v^ch will be owned and operated by Di^ Energy and Dominion 
Energy, will carry natural gas more than 600 miles from West Virginia to southeastern North 
Carolina, ending In Robeson County. 

The Department of Environmental Quality issued the key water-quality permit for the projea 
after an "exhaustive eight-nDonth review" that included public hearings in Fayetteville and Rocity 
Mount and five requests for more information from the utilities, 

"DEQ left no stone unturned," Secretary Michael Regan said in a statement "Our job doesn’t end 
with the granting of the permit but continues as we hold the company accountable to live up to 
its commitments. Our efforts have resulted in a carefully crafted permit that includes increased 
environmental protections, while giving us the tools we need to continue close oversight of this 
project as It moves forward."
